Thia experiment proved that silver in
more malleabls than gold, for a grain of gold
has never been spread over more than seven-
ty-five square inches, If eleven huadred of
those fllms of silver had been Jaid one upon
another, they would bave formed a shest about
aa thiok as ti:e paper upou which these words
are printed. ;
ile of them one inch high, about thres han.
grod and twenty thonsand leaves wonld have
been necesgary. Now thres hundred and twen-
ty thousand sheets of good thick printing-paper
wonld make a stack as high aa an ordinary
chureh steeple. If we desired to make a pile of
those thinnest leaves of silver as high as that
we ahould require four or five hundred millions
of them. It was the opinion of those who
conducted this experiment, that even these
inconceivably thin silvery films could be
beaten ont still thinner if more delicata meana
conld be deviged for doing the work, for when
the implements employed could effsct nothing
further the malleability of the metal did not
geem to ba near exhansted, Tested in another
way, silver shows the flueness of its temper,
and a slight superiority over gold, When
mechanics desire to ascertain the tensile
strength of a material, they got a slow, steady
pull upon a bar of it one inch sqnare, and
note how many pounds that bar will baar
before being pulled apart. There i3 a beanti-
ful machive for the purpose, which consists of
a series of levers so arranged that half a pound
placed npon the first laver pulls five thousand
pounds upon the bar to be tested. It has been
found that an inch bar of cast lead breaks at
800 pounds, while the same thickuess of oak
won‘i will sustain before breaking 1R300
onnds, and locnst 20,000 pounds. An inoh
ar of cast gold will sustain twenty-two thon.
sand pounds, but a similar bar of cast silver
will not break nntil it ias been subjscted to a
strain of forty.-ome thomsand five hundred
pounds, Thus silver i3 not greatly inferior in
strength to the best cast iron, an inch bar of
which gustaing 50,000 ponunds, The baat
wronght iron, however, will sapport a weight
of eighgy-four thonsand pounds; and stesl
has been made of such astonishing tenacity
that an inch bar of it has lifted one hundred
and fifty thousand pounds before hresking.
It ia a curions thing, however, that a mixtorae
of two metals ia stronger than either of its in-
gredients; and here gold has a slight advan-
tage over silver. An inch bar composed of
five onnces of gilver and ona onnce of copper
breaks at forty-eight thonsand five handred
pounds; but one made of the same proportions
of gold and copper will Liold until a fifty thou-
gand pound pull is bronght to bear npon it,
Of the eight metals now ranked as precions,
namely, gold, gilver, plativum, iridium, rhodi-
um, palladium, rutheninm and osminm, each
possesaes some (uality or qualities which ren-
ders it upniguely valuabls for some purposas;
bnt silver is the one which unites in itself the
greatest number of ngelul properties with very
great beauty.

From a olever article on ““Woman's Work
and Wages,”” we take the fellowing: —

There are now eight States of the Union in
which the females are in exeess of the males,
to the number of 74,300, according to the
Iatest cemsms report (1sui)). Massachusetts
alone has 30,970 wore femmales than imales;
New York has an exvess in the same direction
of 11,052; while the little State of Connectiout
has 7502 more females than males in her terri-
tory. DBut these figures represent the popula-
tion of all ages from one year upward, and I
find that the excess i3 confined entirely to
middle.-aged persons, and hence the above
figures Ly mo means repregent the excess of
women of the working age over the mwu of
the same stage of life—say from 15 to 50 years
of age. The males between the ages of 1 and
15 years, and between O30 and upward, largely
predominate in each of the eight States; the
excess on the part of the women is wholly
confined to the ages of 15 to 60, Tihus iu the
State of New York, for instance, there are
38,753 more females than males between the
ages of 1) and 60 —three and a half times the
whole excess in the State.

Still greater and more startling is the excass
of females of what is usuvally considered the
marriageable age, 10 to 30 years, over the
men of marriageabls ages, 25 to 40, In New
York there are 501,745 females aged from 175
to 20, against 438,008 males of from 25 to 40,
ghowing an exeess of 152,557 females. This
proves conclusively that the marriageabls
young wowneu of New York are in a bad way
to get husbands; particularly o since it mast
also be borne in miund that there is a large
number of men of marriageable age who will
Dever marry.

The census reports, besides revealing that
the excess of fewules i3 contined to those be-
tween 15 and 30, alse show that this great
excess is not to Le found in the agricultural,
but the manufacturing districts and the large
cities. If we apply the calcalation as above
to the large cities of the Northeast the resalt
will be astounding. It would seewm to indicate
that in the city of New York alone, where the
excess of women over men of all ages and
colorg ig 21,050, thera are nctually about two
Lupdred thousand more females over 15 and
under 30 years of age than there are males
over 25 and under 40, And takiog the sseveral
cities which are commercially and socially a
part of the metropolis, including all Mauohat-
tan Island, Brooklyn, Williamsbarg, Jersey

City, and IHoboken, the result shows
that there are 300,000 more young woumsn
than men just in the prime of lifs,

while there are really abont 115,000 who can-
not hope to obtain husbands of their own or
any other age. KEqually startling and painfal
facts, showing the same obstacles to marriage
in England, have lately been published in the
North British Revicw, It appears that the num-
ber of women who are obliged Le remain single
in Kogland and Wales in consequence of the
digproportion of the sexes is between three
The nunmber of
ladies who actually are single exceeds one wmil-
lion and a hLalf, and of thess twelve Landrad
and thirty thousand are in the bloom aod
prime of life.

I had occasion, some time since to visit seve-
ral of the principal wanu'acturing establish-
ments of New York city in saarch of statistics
in regard to the numbers of women employed,
and the average wages recelved by them. Of
course, | could arrive at the former only ap-
proximalely; there is no posilive data as to
numbers to be obtained, but the aggregats is
wuch larger than is gensrally supposed; cer-
tainly, the faots which 1 obtained astouished
me. Taking the statemsnts of & nambar of
mwanufacturers largely employiog women as
the basis for ealonlation, [ arrived at the con-
olusion that about 100 000 women were oum-
ployed in other than domestic labor, and

supported themselves, but this ia avi-
dently erroneons. Aud yet mores than
ope  mannfacturer msisted that at  least
G000 more shonld be added to this: bat

ae 1 am convinved they meant to include the
thousands of women who do needle-work and
plain sewing in sudh woments as they can
suatch from dowestic duties &t homy, 1 have
left them out of this estimate. And, indeed,
it iz highly probable that muany of this olass
are lpclnded in the estimates on which are
Laged the calonlation which sbhows that there
ara 100000 womwen wewmploysd as maouafao-
tarers, ete. This can hardly be, for the total
female populatiou between the agea of 15 and
i of New York and Kiogs counties, N. Y,,
and Hudson ecounty, N. J., which ocontain
the cities of New York, Brooklyn, and Jar-
gey City, is omly H30.707, It 18 probable
that pot more than ope-fourth of thess
support themeelves by other than domes
tic werk. Of this nnmber employera with
whom I conversed thought there were 40,000
seamitresges—not needle-women who ply the
beedle a8 o wagio wand, and produes the most
delicnte pud coetly fabrics, but plain sewers

There are probably 18,000
or 20,000 seamatrenses in New York and its
adjacent oities who might be employed in
fields whera the d»ml.mr fs greater; the pay
better, and the work lighter, less confining,
and far healthier,
